WORK CONTINUES 


AT COFFERDAM 


Height of the River Has Delayed the 


Building of the Struc- 


ture, 


The extreme height' of tho river 


for the past three weeks ha* 
de- 


layed the building of the coffor dam 
above the Hood gate of the Ford mill. 
This is being built by the Jauesvlile 
Contracting Co., to enable them to 
put In a cement foundation and floor- 
Ing for their new wheel house for 
the power that they Intend to Install 
at this point. Work at tho coffer dam 
has been entirely stopped tue last 
two -weeks, but now that Ihe river 
has lowered considerable. It has been 
renewed. 
The piles for the dam 


worn driven before the high water 
and the men are now putting In 
the boards that will hold back the 
river. 
On account of the grt-at head 


of water, heavier timber wus used 
than Is ordinarily 'needed for a dam 
of this size and kind. 


Heavy Boards for Coffer Dam 
The boards used are five by six 


Inches and are grooved on two op- 
posite sides. 
Smaller strips 
are 


placed In the grooves and the tim- 
bers are driven. Into tho river bed 
side by side and secured at the upper 
end to thehorlzontal beams placed 
on top of the piles. 
The river at 


this point Is from six to eight feet 
deep. 
The coffer dam will extend 


from the bank, under tho railroad 
platform on the west side of the riv- 
er out to the stone pier tlwt marks 
tho end of the dam Itself. 
The boards are driven Into place 


by means of the pile driver which la 
run by a small motor. 
The power 


Is taken from' the company's wires 
It will take a week or two more to 
finish this part of the work. 
The big turbine water wheels thai 


were recently removed from the ol<] 
cotton mill wheel house and from tho 
Ford mill have been placed near tho 
tracks, the rust and rubbish removet'

Wardthlp* and Dangers Almost Incon- 


ceivable Have to De Surmounted— 
tots of Life 0:1 Trips Is a Common 
Occurrence. 


"Another mail carrier's been frozcr 


to death, boys." 


"Yes? That's bad luck! Why. II 


lr«B only three weeks ago that Ben 
Downing lout his toes." 
• This Is the kind of talk the traveler 
lears in the trappers' lulls and rest 
louses on the frozen Yukon river and 
tho Behrlng coaat up to Nome. Along 
",000 miles of this 'Ice-hound region 
the United States government has es- 
tablished tho loneliest and most dan- 
serous mall route In the world. 


'The mall carriers travel .on foot 


over sixteen hundred miles of the 
route, and one stretch of nearly eight 
bnndred miles through a desolate, un- 
inhabited country has to bo covered 
t>j" a single postman. The Yukon mall 
carrier must travel with his dog1 
•ledge along a river piled up with 
blocks of ice like tho boulders on a 
llllslde. 


The river IB several miles wide In 


places, and sometime* the surface Is 
so broken by hillocks of Ice and snow- 
drifts that Its winding course cannot 
IK- distinguished from the land. 
Tho 


carrier then has to don his snowshoes 
and break a new trail for tho dogs. 
ever the trackless waste. 


Theodore Blum started to do this 


ene morning. It'was on tho Yukon 
Hals. Just Inside Die Arctic circle, 
vhere the river Is nearly fifteen miles 
•wide. 


Ho carried a Ions flr pole with him. 
its dog team following him, and when 
£c felt the Ice giving way he threw 
datrn the pole and rested his weight 
oa It 
But even though his weight 


T*aa thus distributed It did not always 
five him from a ducking. He broke 
tbrmtgh no fewer than six times In 
Its endeavor to cross the river, and 
sarrowly escaped l>elng frozen before 
lie could reach one of the shelters. 


Ben Downing, the most famous of 


tbe mall carriers, narrowly escaped 
death at the close of last season. It 
«fcs spring time, and the sun an hour 
I/Tore and after noon softened tho 
•now and made travel dllllctilt. so 
iiost of his traveling was done in the 
«f{ht. 


He left his station at 1 o'clock In 


fiie morning, putting laced moccasins 
*n the feet of his dogs to prevent the 
*iarp Ice crystals from cutting them. 
.He had made twenty miles anil was 
fnlng along at a clipping pace, his 
lir.t!* rn tl:o I'-.: n of th«> sled, when 
to fti.'ard the Ice crack under hi* dogs. 


He halted them with a word and 


planted his feet rigidly to break the 
momentum of tho sled. This sudden 
throwing of his weight In one plaro 
Imifte the Ice, and down he went. 


The sagacity which conies to tha 


tags from dally going through such 
experiences enabled them 
to

lair on to the solid Ice, and away they 
v«n£ again, faster than before, be- 
ttase Ben had his feet wet and knew 
1&ey were freezing. A few mllea more

often In the local newspapers brief 
mention of the disappearance of a mall 
carrier. It Is an episode of dally life, 
exciting no more comment than a run- 
away horse does In a big city. 


Leaving all danger and adventura 


out of consideration, tliti calling of the 
Arctic mail carrier IH rough and hard. 
Do not Imagine tho carrier reclining 
at his ease, covered with warn^robes, 
while tho dogs lopo along o'ver a 
smooth surface. 


He has to guide the filed from one 


sldo of the river to tho other to miss 
the heaped-up ico, tho soft places and 
the snowbanks.

In a temperature of CO degrees be- 


low zero, which Is common, ho has to

ly freeze. His prt-atest care Is as to 
hla footwear. 
He has two or three 


pair of woollen socl;s and over them 
a pair of moccasins made of tlecr hide. 
Should these get wet his foot freeze 
and ho Is little better than a dead 
man. 


After he has made his distance for 


the day he arrives at a lonely caliin 
mider some feet of snow. He has to 
put on his snowghocs to biviilc a trull 
to It for the dogF. 


The cahln contains a rusty stove 


and some provisions for himself and 
tho dogs. He has tn chop wood after 
bis day's work and must first coolc 
tho supper for his dogs.

STATE GAME 
LAW IS UPHELD 


Attorney General Hamlln Says Pre- 


serves Are Not Exempt. 


Springfield. III., July 30.—In reply to 


a query from the state game warden, 
the attorney general'has given an 
opinion concerning a. clause In tho 
state game law which appears to ex- 
empt from the penalties of the net 
persons who hunt on tho lands of oth- 
ers by Invitation. Tho attorney gen- 
eral declares that tho attempted excep; 
tlon Is directly repugnant to the body 
of the act and Its purposes and for 
this reason cannot stand. 


"It Is a rule of statutory construc- 


tion," he says, "both at common low 
and as adopted nnd followed by the 
modern current of judicial decisions, 
that a proviso which Is repugnant to 
the body of the act or ItH purview Is 
Itself void and can be given no effect."
